Dollar Is Spent

Almost 27 per cent of the 
retail trade dollars which 
went into California cash 
registers in 1963 was spent 
on nourishment — groceries 
for home consumption and 
for snacks and meals eaten 
out. 

Retail sales of women’s 
and girls’ Clothing in the 
state were almost twice the 
amount spent on men’s and 
boys’ clothing. 

More than 25 per cent of 
the retail spending in 1963 
was accounted for by auto¬ 
mobiles and trucks plus the^ 
fuel and accessories to keejk 
them running. 

These are among statistics: 
which appear in a new re¬ 
port of the 1963 Census of' 
Business (Retail Trade) just, 
issued by the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of (Jommerce’s Bureau 
of the Census. 

The report presents data 
on the number of establish¬ 
ments, sales and percentage 
of sales accounted for by 
specific merchandise lines 
for the entire Pacific States 
Division, consisting of Alas¬ 
ka, Hawaii, California, Ore¬ 
gon and Washington, for 
each of the five states, for 
each Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area and for parts 
of the states outside those 
areas. 

For each area the report

Pool Chemicals 

Los Angeles City Fire Chief 
Don T. Hibbard warns that 
you should be careful how 
you handle the chemicals 
for your swimming pool. 

“It’s not the chemical it¬ 
self as much as the way you 
store, carry, or use it, that 
could cause a fire or painful 
personal damage,” said 
Chief Hibbard. 

Even the scoop you use for 
pool chemicals can be dan¬ 
gerous. Water or rust in a 
“coffee can” scoop can cause 
violent reactions. Waxed 
milk cartons used as scoops 
can ignite by chemical reac¬ 
tion. So can certain kinds of 
plastics. 

“Store the chemicals in 
cool, dry places out of reach 
of children,” Chief Hibbard 
said.

I handle the "Fire Fall” 
crowd here in Camp Curry. 
It is the heaviest gathering 
in one area, in Yosemite 
Valley. 

At 8 p.m. in the Camp 
Curry amphi-theatre Ranger 
naturalist talk, stage talent 
show, from puppet to opera 
singers, at 9 o’clock the fire 
fall. What is the fire fall? 

At 7 p.m. from a point 
3400 feet above the valley 
called Glacier Point, three 
and one-half yards of red 
fir bark is set on fire, by 9 
o’clock we have a bed of red 
hot coals. 

With the crowd under con¬ 
trol we are able to hear the 
man on Glacier Point calling 
down to Camp Curry (by 
voice alone): “Hello Glacier, 
Hello Camp Curry; "Let the 
fire fall.” 

A man pushes the red hot 
coals over the cliff and 
harmlessly falls on a ledge 
1,1(X) feet below. 

Why do we have a fire 
fall? I guess because it 
is the only fire fall in 
the world and all tourists 
are awe struck at the sight. 

Thanks again, to you and 
my friends in Sierra Madre 
for their fine support, when 
I lived amongst you.

Commerce of the United States, points out that a 10 per 
cent combined social security tax rate, half paid by the 
employee and half by the employer, long has been regarded 
as a ceiling. ’This belief is based on the assumption" . . .that 
a higher tax would generate resistance on the part of 
the workers paying it, with eventual jeopardy to the whole 
social security system.” 

Under present law, the rate is scheduled to reach a 
minimum of 9.25 per cent in 1968—just under that 10 per 
cent ceiling. However, things will turn out very differently 
if a pending bill becomes law. Under it, the combined tax 
rate would rise to 11 per cent by 1973 and to 11.50 per 
cent by 1987. On top of that maximum earnings subject 
to this tax, now fixed at $4800 a year, would be Increased 
to the $6600 level in 1966. 

How much resistance this will create on the part of 
workers is a matter of conjecture. But there can be no 
question that the much-publicized, much-applauded income 
and excise tax cuts will be made meaningless to millions 
of people. The Increase in the social security tax made 
necessary by Increased benefits will cancel them out or 
more. 

Moreover, there is no guarantee that even the heavy 
Increases in the pending bill would be all. It is common 
experience that forecasts of future spending are almost 
invariably too low, and that more and more revenues must 
be obtained. 

If current philosophies dominant in government are 
perpetuated, the outlook for the taxpayers is a bleak one.
